The afternoon meeting was very largely at- 
tended, many having to be turned from the 
doors. An address was delivered by J. W. 
Jones, of Richmond, on Sunday-schools 
among the freedmen at the South. Jones is 
a thorough African. He delivered a splendid 
oration, and brought down the house. Gov. 
Colquitt, of Georgta, and the Rev Cook Smith 
also widressed the Convention on the same 
subject. Gov. Colquitt’s address was a 
thoroughly practical etiort, and his reference 
to following Stonewall Jackson through the 
mountains of Virginiaat the time of the War 
was received with loud applause by the dele-

gates. 

Sunday-school N work in the 
West, by the Rev. Arthur Mitchell, D. D., of 
Cleveland, was a splendid effort. Sunday- 
school work in the North, by the Rev. A. 
Sutherland, D. D., of Montreal, was also 
well delivered. The Rev. Dr. Vincent, of 
Chautauqua, closed the session in a brilliant 
speech, referring to the Raikes Centenary 
Convention and the time when he visited the 
room where Raikes held his first Sunday- 
school.

A BRUTAL MURDER. 
Special Dispatéth to The Chicago Tribune. 

Detroit, Mich., June 24.—One of the most 
brutal and cold-blooded murders ever com- 
mitted in Detroit was perpetrated at au early 
hour this morniig in a little cottage at 655 
Croghan street. The victim was a shoe- 
maker, Alonzo by name, and the fiend 
who killed him is a marble-polisher named 
Clarence Davis, alias Frank Debiel.. Davis 
came to Detroit last fall from Newbury, N. 
Y., and during most of last winter boarded 
with Barrett at the number mentioned. Bar- 
rett, who was 30 years of age, occupied 
the front room of the premises as a 
shoe-shop, and the remaining four rooms 
were used as living apartments by himself 
and his three children. Barrett's wife went 
off about taree days ago with a man named 
George Wakefield. Davis’ wife and Barrett’s 
wife are sisters, Some tithe last spring Mrs. 
Davis followed her husband to Detroit, and 
was by him taken to the @ounty-House at 
Wayne. Her present whereabouts is not 
definitly known. About eight weeks ago, 
after an absence of some time, 
DAVIS RETURNED TO BOARD WITH BARRETT, 
and for a few days past has been working in 
Henry Lemmer's marble-shop, at the 
corner of Lafayette street and Elmwood 
avenue. Davis and Barrett slept in the 
same bed in the back-room, and one of the 
children, aged 12 years, occupied a bed in 
the same room. , Ermine and her sister 
Esther slept together in the room adjoining. 
Ermine, who is véry bright and intelligent, 
states that she was awakened about 3 o’clock 
this morning by sounds in the room occu- 
pied by her tather and Davis, and heard a 
dull thud as of a blow struck, and thinking 
some one was trying to get in the house, 
entered the other room and saw Davis 
with a billet of wood in his 
hand. She asked him what was the matter. 
and he told her that he had struck her father. 
Barrett, who was on the bed, tried to raise 
himself into a sitting posture, and asked, 
What is the matter? I’m all over blood. 
Go for a doctor.” Davis pushed him back, 
saying, . 

“yoOU LIE DOW AND KEEP grun.“ 
The little gir! asked the wretch if her father 
was hurt badly, and he replied, “ Oh no, he 
isn’t hurt mach. He will go to work in the 
morning.” He then said. I must get away 
from here or I'll bé. arreeted,” and asked 
the girl where his clathes were. She showed 
him where to find them. Two shirts were all 
he had, and, taking them, he departed. The 
child was stupefied with fright and did not 
know what todo. She was afraid to go for 
a doctor for fear Dayis would see her, and so 
remained in the house for half-an-hour, at 
thre end of which time Davis returned. She 
asked him if he had been for a doctor, and 
he said, “Oh, yes. He will be here 
soon.” She asked him again if her 
father was badly, hurt, and he said, 
“He will de all right in a day or two.” Er 
mine then commenced crying, and the red- 
headed fiend grasped her by the throat, and 
THREATENED TO CHOKE HER 

if she did not keep quiet. Ile then went 
away for the second last time, During 
all this time the boy slept on, and did not 
awake until Davis had gone the second time, 
when he was aroused by his father, whe was 
writh in ny, oe off the bed to the 
floor, where Dr. Godwin, who was sum- 
moned by the boy, found him shortly 
after, weltering in his own blood. 
Dr. Kuhn, arrived a few minutes later, and 
the two physicians washed the blood from 
Barrett’s head and did what they could for 
him, but it was evident the man was injured 
beyond the reach of human gkill. Barrett 
died soon after his wounds were dressed. 
When the police entered and took possession 
Of che house a horrible spectacie was en- 
countered. Two dfapitated bedsteads occu- 
pied two corners of the toon, which was 
destitute of carpet or other furniture. On 
ane of the beds lay the form of the mur- 
dered man, whose blood-besmeared head 
rested on pillows crimson with the lite-eur- 
rent of its occupan& The bed-clothing was 

TATERALLY SATORATED WITH BLOOD, 
the walls were spattered with it, and on the 
floor where he had fallen was a dark red 
clotted pool and several gory rags which had 
been used to wash the man’s wounds, Lean- 
ing against the wall was a piece of two-inch 
plank about six inches wide and four feet 
long. with tufts of ‘hair clinging to it, tellin 
with silent eloquence the story of thé fiend.

Tur temperance agitation in North Caro- 
lina has taken on a peculiar form. It is not 
so much a movement for absolute prohibition 
as for the restriction of the liquor-traflic in 
rural communities and in the neighborhood 
of large plantahons. It woutd unquestion- 
ably be a blessing to the negroes of the-South 
if the traffic in bad whisky carried on at the 
cross-road stores could be abolished. Intem- 
perance is spreading very rapidly among the 
blacks. They are encouraged to drink by 
the “merchants,” or shopkeepers, and are 
given credit for whisky as well as for provis- 
ions and clothing. The value of their crop 
is often anticipated in this manner long be- 
tore it is gathered; and chattel mort- 
gages are ciapped on their mules or 
their houschold furniture, so that they 
are enabled to drink up their en- 
tire property in two seasons. The temper- 
ance agitation in North Carolina aims 8 put 
an end to the cross-roads trading in alcoholie 
drinks; and the prohibition cause is pro- 
moted by many of the best men in the State, 
who are themselves not teetotalers. The 
liquor-dealers have alienated from their 
support by the adoption of violent and in- 
flammatory resolutions many who might be 
disposed otherwise to regard their cause fa- 
vorably. Some of the leading Republicans 
of the State have joined forces with the 
liquor-interest. The question will be decided 
by popular vote in the October election, a 
prohibitory act having been passed by the 
last Legislature, subject to the approval of a 
majority of the people. 


Troven the thermometer at New Orleans 
has been in the neighbothooa of 100 and 
deaths by sunstroke frequent, there is a de- 
cided coolness growing up between that city 
and St. Louis. It seems that certain corn re- 
ceived at New Orleans from St. Louis has 
been found to bein the condition known as 
“hot.” New Orleans insists that it was bad 
when shipped, or got hot on its way down to 
the tropics. St. Louis denies the allegation 
and defies the allegator. But there is 
the hot corn that discloses the fact 
of its condition beyond ali question. So 
strong is the conviction at New Orleans 
that the corn got “hot” in the barges, if it 
was nat hot before shipment, that the New 
Orleans purchasers will not now purchase 
corn from St. Louis, unless guaranteed in 
prime condition on board at New Orleans. 
No corn can be sold at St. Louis for export 
from New Orleans that is not thus warranted. 


. The dread that the corn may spoil on the 


way down the river compels the New Or- 
leans men to exact the warranty, and the 
same dread induces the St. Louis men to re- 
fuse the warranty. The corn at New Orleans 
which proved to be out of condition was no 
less than four barge loads, and the 
loss to either city will be a serious 
one, and calculated to cripple the trade. 
These are the reports received in Chicago 
from the rival towns, and there is a suspi- 
cion that some Chicago grain-dealer bought 
the corn cheap in St. Louis, and, instead of 
bringing it to Chicago to be made Into alco- 
hol, sold it to be shipped by the barge line, 
which wanted a load, to be conveyed via 
New Orleans and the jetties to Europe. We 
hope that the mere loss of only four barge 
loads of hot corn will not interrupt the Eu- 
ropean trade of St. Louis by the way of the 
river with the various nations of the Old 
World. Will the Republican explain the 
situation ? 


Government for education at Carlisle and 
Hampton Barracks now number some 30 in 
all. Many hundreds, if not thousands, more 
could be had if the Government had the 
means of caring for them. The Indians are 
not indifferent, as has been supposed, to the 
advantages of education for their children. 
Ex-Seeretary Schurz, in an interesting arti- 
cle on this subject in the New York Post, 
says that the subject is now specially impor- 
tant, because civilization is trenching rapidly 
on the hunting-crounds of the Indians. “To 
the next generatiqn of our peopte the pictur- 
esque and self-reliant Indian hunter and war- 
rior with paint and feathers will be a thing 
of the past. The education of Indian 
children is one of the most essential 
parts of their preparation for the great 
change. We cannot expect to transform old 
men and women Wo have grownyup in 
savage habits all of a sudden into-efvilized 
beings. We can so educate their children 
that they will grow into civilization.” The 
female school at Hampton is privately main- 
tained. The Carlisle school is a Government 
institution. It is supported out of the Civil- 
ization Fund. This fund will soon be ex- 
hausted, and a direct appropriation will have 
to be made by Congress if the school. is 
to be kept up. Mr. Schurz delieves 
there should be an appropriation not 
only for this school, but for ten more 
like it. The wisest economy would be 
found in such an appropriation. “It will 
certainly be the cheapest, as well as the most 
humane, method of treatment ever applied 
to the Indians so to edficate their children 
that they may be enabled to support them- 
selves and to become orderly and useful citi- 
zens.” Mr. Schurz’s argument is clear and 
forcible. The schools at Hampton and Car- 
lisle open up the possibility of a solution of 
the Indian problem which shall satisfy all 
shades of opinion and dispose of savage life 
on this continent permanently andin a hu- 


mane way. 


Tu recent census of Ireland shows that 
the population of that unhappy island has 
fallen to 5,159,849. The census of 1871 gave 
Ireland a population of 5,412,377. Thus in 
the last decade there has been a decrease of 
252,528 inhabitants, a reduction of 4.66 per 
cent. The diminution is lagger than was 
looked for. But rack-renting, starvation, 
and despohdency have done their work quite 
éffectually. The excessive rental exactions 
of the brutal feudal English landlords 
renders existence in Ireland on the part of 


the tenant farmers and laborers next to im-. 


possible. The population of Ireland has de- 
creased continuously since 1845. In the 
earlier years of the century it displayed an 
equally unbroken increase. The census of 
1801 gave Ireland a population of 5,395,456. 
The census of 1811 showed a rapid growth to 
5,937,856, an increase of 542,400, or 10.05 per 
cent. Between 1811 and 1821 the number 
rose to 6,801,827, an increase of 863,971, or 
14.55 per cent. The census of 1831 raised the 
count to 7,767,401, an increase of 965,574, or 
14.19 per cent. Finally, the census of 1841 
brougnt the number to 8,175,124, an increase 
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period of 119,987, or 1.46 per cent. That was 
high-water mark. When the tide tarned the 
ebb ran out with a vengeance. In the six 
years between 1845 and 1851 the population 
fell to 6,592,385, a reduction of 1,743,676, or 21 
per cent. A tailare of the crops rendered it 
impossible to pay the rents, the Shylocks 
pressed for their pound of flesh, the misera- 
ble farmers sold all the food they raised, and, 
still fallmg to pay the rents, were evicted by 
hundreds of thousands, flung upon the high- 
ways to starve, and there died like flies after 
an October frost. From that time to this the 
population of Ireland has eontinued to dwin- 
die from the same cause,—excessive rents, 
causing starvation and expatriation. Poverty 
and exile are depopulating that fair and fruit- 
ful island. It is certainly high time for the 
passage of Gladstone’s Land bill to save the 
miserable remnant of inhabitants. 
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BLUFFING THE GOVERNMENT. 

Mr. Thomas J. Brady, ex-Second Assistant 
Postmaster-General, famishes, so to speak, 
for justice. Ile wants justice more than the 
faster Griscom wants “a square meal.“ 
“Bring an your indictments,” demands the 
great man with a plethorie purse, a huge 
bank account, and a regiment of distin- 
guished lawyers at his heels. Mr. Brady 
can’t wait till September to be indicted. He 
is in haste to be vindicated! So was Conk- 
ling. The New York ex-Senator appealed 
toa jury of his countrymen which he had 
himself packed to acquit, confident of a 
prompt verdict in his favor. But the jury is 
still out,.“ and the little minority struggles 
in vain with the obstinate” majority which 
refuses to vindicate the “resigned” Boss. 
Mr. Conkling was hot in his haste to submit 
his case to the legislative jury at Albany, but 
now he sings a different song. He wants the 
jury discharged. He desires now to take his 
case to another court. Perhaps the Grand 
Jury to which Mr. Brady looks so confi- 
dently for vindication will prove as dis- 
appointing as that one at Albany which 
is considering Mr. Conkling’s case. It does 
not seem to be a favorable time for 
games of bluff this year, any more than it 
was last year. Conkling offered to bluff the 
Chicago Convention, but was promptly 
called,“ and compelled to show the poverty 
of his hand. He tried to bluff the President, 
with no better success, and his lastattempted 
bluff at Albany is a clear “give-away,” which 
elicits nothing but ridicule. Mr. Brady’s 
imitation of Conkling is a sign of weakness. 
Imitation games at best are poor enough, 
but imitation of a thing that lacks the prestige 
of success indicates insanity or idiocy. 

Mr. Brady “is informed and believes the 
fact to be“ that certain agents of the Govern- 
ment are so depraved that they will commit 
perjury and procure others to do so to con- 
vict him of crime. Poor Brady! Does the 
ex-Assistant Postmaster-General think he is 
drawing a bill of chancery against the Gov- 
ernment of the United States? He uses 
the language of one,—“is informed and 
believes the fact to be.” Bah! Does 
Brady hote to frighten the Attorney-General 
by a display of legal phrases? Brady knows 
his “entire innocence of the charges“ which 
the wicked detectives of the Government are 
engaged in “trumping up” against him. He 
has a contempt for those ‘* disreputable per- 
sons“ who seek to throw suspicion upon his 
pure (?) character. He warns the Govern- 
ment against the danger of rendering itself 
infamous by corrupting the sources of jus- 
tice.” Hearraigns pretty much everybody, 
from the prosecuting ‘officers of the Govern- 
ment to the press correspondents and the pub- 
lic, as guilty of gross injustice to him be- 
cause he is not actually indicted and placed 
on trial! Perhaps Brady will admit, though, 
that it would have been a queer proceeding 
on the part of. Attorney-General Mac Veagh 
to place the conduct of the Government’s 
case against Brady in the hands of 
Brady. That.is not the usual way of 
conducting criminal prosecutions. Perhaps, 
after all. the Attorney-General and the Dis- 
trict-Attorney are the best judges of the 
proper methods to be employed in bringing 
Brady into the criminal dock. Mr. Brady is 
apprehensive that in the long wait between 
the discovery of the fact that the Government 
has been robbed and the institution of crim- 


inal proceedings against the robbers,—he is, 


apprehensive that an adverse public opinion 
touching his oft-alleged innocence will be 
formed. Here, again, Brady is on a wrong 
scent. He will not stand any worse before 
the public next September than he does now. 
The public has made up its mind, so far as it 
ean do so without legal court evidence, as to 
Mr. Brady’s connection with the dis- 
covered frauds. Nothing that the press 
can say will change that opinion. 
There is no desire in the public 
mind to have Brady proven guilty if he is in 
fact innocent, but there is very little if any, 
doubt in the public mind of his gullt. And 
Mr. Brady may as well understand first as 
last that his gasconade and his elaborate at- 
tempts at bluffing have no more effect upon 
the public than they have upon the prosecut- 
ing officers of the Governufent. The public is 
willing to await the developments of next 
September. Neither does the publie caré a 
farthing for Mr. Brady’s wealth. There is a 
hope in the peblic mind that if Brady shall 
be proven guilty he will be punished to the 
full extent of the law. like any common 
thief. And so of all the batch of contractors 
and officials, whether ex-Senators or obscure 
frontigrsmen, The public desires to see 
stealing from the Treasury stopped, and de- 
sires to see the thieves, high and low, pass 
behind the bars of the Penitentiary. 


GOULD BUYS THE Sr. LOUIS. BRIDGE. 

The substantial purchase, but nominal 
lease, of the St. Louis bridgeis an event in 
the history of that city hardly less important 
than the construction of the same, and 
an event in the history of the Southwestern 
system of railways of the utmost conse- 
quence to all other railroads. Jay Gould, if 
the reports are true, has possessed himself 
of all the railways doing business southwest 
of St. Louis, and he is the owner and control- 
ler of the Wabash system east of St. Louis. 
He has now obtained the bridge, and prac- 
tically becomes the master and controller of 
the business of St. Louls. 

This is the second time this bridge has 
been sold. It was formerly owned by the 
Illinois & St. Louis Bridge Company, but 
was sold under a foreclosure, and a new com- 
pany organized in 1879. 
this Company, including tha assumed liabili- 
ties of its predecessor, is $5,000,000 in 7 per 
cent gold bonds, due in 1928; the Interest 
coupons in 1878-’79’80 not paid, but funded. 
The capital stock is: first preferred, $2,400 ,- 
000, entitled to 7 per cent gold dividends out 
of the earnings; second preferred stock, 
$3,000,000, entitled to 7 per cent. divi- 
dends out of earnings after the first 
preferred stock; common stock, $2,500,000, 
entitled to dividends after first and second 
preferred stock are paid; the whole making: 
funded debt, $5,000,000; first stock, $2,400,- 
000; second preferred, $3,000,000; common 
stock, $2,500,000; total stock. $7,900,000; total 
debt and stock, $12,090,000, with several years’ 
unpdid intereston bonds, The annualcharge 
for interest on the funded debt is $360,000. 
The annual charge for guaranteed dividends 
on first stock is $175,000, and on second stock 
$210,000. Total interest aud dividends, $735,- 
000. During the year 1880 the total earnings 
were $897,079; expenses, $004,859, Surplus, 
$302,837. Surplus over interest, $42,887. In- 
terest and guaranteed dividends $345,000 
excess of net earnings. The Company 
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The funded debt of | 


half the interest en its bonds, and by letting 
its guaranteed dividends on stock go by de- 
fault altogether, = 

The terms of the recent bargain are that 
the creditors, ali English, have consented to 
@ perpetual lease of the bridge to Gould’s 
railway company, and agreeing to accept 
new indebtedness in place of old, with inter- 
est scaled as follows: 7 per cent on $5,000,- 
600, 6 per cent op $2,500,000, 8 per cent on 
$3,000,000, and 6 per cent on $1,000,000,—the 
interest amounting to a rent of $650,000 a 
year. 

It is undeistood that Gould induced the 
English owners of the bridge to sell out by 
threats of building a bridge at St. Charles by 
whieh all the business, except the purely 
local trade of St. Louis, could be carried on 
by all his roads. 

What Gould threatened the English own- 
ers of the bridge he would do if they did not 
sell is yet possible to the owners of all the 
other roads now using the bridge; and a re- 
turn to the ferry system is also possible. 
The present extortions upon transporta- 
tion have failed to remunerate the own- 
ers, gg we have seen; but the terms 
of the lease will still ,require§ the 
collection of heavy tolls. Mr. Gould does 
nothing pro bono publico. He has bought 
the bridge to make money out of it. This he 
could do by the collection of the rent out of 
all the other roads doing business at St. 
Louis, or by compelling them to abandon St. 
Louis trade altogether, and thus securing a 
monopoly. . 

The total earnings from all sources by the 
| Bridge Company last year were $897,607, of 
“which $731,621 was collected of the railways 
using the bridge. The total expenses of the 
bridge were $504,850. Mr. Gould has there- 
fore undertaken to pay a rent of $650,000 and 
$504,539 operating expenses, or a total of 
$1,154,859, out of an annual income of 8807, 
679. He must therefore increase the income 
of the bridge by at least $250,000 addi- 
tional tolls in order to protect him- 
self against actual loss. This defi- 
cievey must be made good by inereased 
tolls on the business of the railways, includ- 
ing his own, or by such an increase of tolls 
on the other railways as will make good the 
deficiency and alse let his own roads enter 
free. in either case, he holds St. Louis in 
his clutches, and instead of benefiting that 
city, the business thereof will have to pay its 
master a handsome income. The English 
owners of the bridge had no remedy, but 
had to submit uncomplainingly to the failure 
to pay interest or dividends. Gould is not 
that kind of wan. He will collect his rent of 
the business of the unfortunate city either 
by extortionate tolls or by establishing an 
exclusive right to enter the city by rail. 
All this will be good news to the people of 
Cairo, where there is growing up a metrop- 
olis which threatens to monopolize all the 
business of the Ohio and Tennessee, Cumber- 
land and Mississippi Rivers. Cairo is never 
afflicted with ice, and never troubled with 
low water, and may be said to be at the head 
of river navigation at all seasons of theyear. 
Entrance to it by rail or water is free. There 
is no toll-gate to stop either freight or pas- 
sengers, and it promises to be in a very 
brief time the metropolis of the river com- 
merce of the Mississippi Valley. 


WILD STOCK SPECULATION IN FRANCE. 

Some days since, reference was made in 
these columns to the speculative mania now 
raging in Great Britain, and to the prevailing 
fear that it would surely precipitate a finan- 
cial crash. A letter from Paris to the Lon- 
don ‘T'imes shows that the speculative tever 
is not confined to Great Britain, but is raging 
with similar fury in the economical and 
thrifty Republic of France, even to the ex- 
clusion of politics. The wealthier classes 
and even the bourgeoisie have ceased to have 
mach ingerest in the proceedings of the As- 
sembly or the wrangles of factions, ond are 
leaving the leaders and their followers 
to fight their own battles, while they 
betake themselves to gambling on the 
Bourse. Some of the politicians even, 
like the Bourbons, Oreanists, and Na- 
poleonists, whose case is hopeless, for 
the present at least, are also to be found 
in the money-market, which affords an easy 
vent for their enthusiasm and their passions. 
The Bourse,” says the Times correspond- 
ent, “is the chief subject of conversation in 
the clubs, the cafés, even at the dinner-table. 
‘Everybody has more or less taken to gam- 
bling. From the most conservative land- 
owner to the commonest porter, everybody 
seems drawn into the whirlpool of specula- 
tion.“ 

The general prosperity of France seems to 
have been one of the principal causes of this 
speculative rage. The pablic wealth has large- 
ly increased. The rentes, which stood after 
the German war at 88 francs, are now quoted 
at 120 francs. Railway shares have made 
a still more remarkable advance. A year 
‘ago French Northern shares were quoted at 
1,640 franes per share of 500 francs, and they 
now stand at 2,160 francs. Banking invest- 
ments show the same remarkable advance. 
The Bank of France reserves, which a year 
ago could be bought for 3,400 francs, are 
now sold at 5,900 francs, and Crédit Foncier 
shares have risen 30 por cent in a year. 
Those who bought when these securities 
were low have made immense profits, but It 
is easy to see that those who are buying now 
must eventually lose. In addition to local 
securities the French have also largely in- 
vested in foreian loans, especially in the 
Spanish, Egyptian, and Italian, and a large 
part of the Italian debt is held by them, with 
Italy now asking for more that she may be 
enabled to resune specle- payments. The 
peculiar methods of French banking have 
also aided to swel the speculativerage. The 
Times correspondent says: 


They all lend méney on their own paper, and 
thus facilitate the purchase of thousands of 
Shares with a verysmall Margin. They even use 
a lurxe part of ther deposits to lend upon stocks 
and shares, and when 1 say that one of these 
banks alone, the. ¢rédit Lyonnais, according to 
its own balance-shet, bas lent in this way 170,- 
000.000 francs, you will see that the total sum of 
money lent for speculation is enormous. In- 
deed, the principleon which operations are car- 
ried on does not a@ways seem of the soundest. 
Thus the Crédit Lyonnais only recently doubled 
ites capital, raising it from 100,000,000 f 
200,000,000; . shares were issued and

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Of course thee must come a reaction as 
the result of ths wild speculation. The es- 
tablishment of rw companies with fabulous 
premiums canmt go on forever, ner can 
foreign loans be always floated with profit, 
as England has more than once discovered 
to her sorrow, It is not believed, however, 
that there wll be a general crash, because 
their amount pf flodtingaind investing capital 
is simply immense, as compared with that of 
other countrig, nor that any one will suffer 
through the }ourge itself or the banks, As

The real danger ties in the operations of 
brokers, who conduet their business, exactly 
as the bauks do, upon their own credit and 
without atiy real cash basis, and with little 
or no security behind them. When the losses 
come, therefore, as they must inevitably 
come, instead of the general crash or panic 
they will be the losses of individuals, not 
affecting the general market or the standing 
of the banks and other public institutions. 
The Government holds the financial reins 
with sufficient firmness to prevent a general 
panic. In such a condition of things, and 
with the most economical and saving peas- 
antry in the world, is to be congrat- 
ulated upon her immunity from anything 
like general distress as the result of wide- 
spread speculation. '

CAUSE OF STEAM-BOILER EXPLOSIONS. 

A man by the name of D. T. Lawson, liv- 
‘ing at Welisville, O., has developed a new 
theory concerning the explosion of steam 
boilers which, when fully accepted as cor- 
rect, will probably lead to appliances and 
methods assuring almost complete protection 
against such accidents. It has been con- 
tended in the past that the explosions of 
boilers apparently in a perfect condition is 
due either to a deticiency of water or sudden 
condensation through a supply of cold water. 
The explosion in all cases has been attrib- 
uted to the steam itself. Mr. Lawson’s 
theory is, that it is not the steam, but super- 
heated water, which causes an explosion. 
Whenever a vacuum is created in a boiler by 
the liberation of steam into the cylinder an 
explosion goes on. If the piston draws a 
cubic foot of steam from the boiler, then 
there isan instantaneous expansion of one 
inch of heated water into seventeen hun- 
dred times space it occupied as 
water in order to fill the space of 
the liberated steam. In other words, 
a cubic ineh of water suddenly expands into 
a.cubic foot of steam. This instantaneous 
expansion isin the nature of an explosion. 
What was merely pressure before the steam 
was exhausted becomes concussion for the 
moment. It is precisely the same as if the 
game amount of powder had been exploded. 
This process is going on aonstantly. If it 
could be regulated in such a way that the 
exhaust of steam and the conversion of su- 
perheated water inte steam were constant, 
steady, and continuous, the danger of boiler- 
explosions would be largely averted, for 
then no large quantity of superheated water 
would suddenly expand into steam at any 
one time. 

Mr. Lawson recently demonstrated his 
theory with considerable force. In the in- 
vestigation of steam-boiler explosions unaer 
Government auspices some years ago, the 
experimenting engineers, proceeding upon 
the low-water theory of explosions, made 
several efforts to burst boilers in good 
condition, but did not succeed. In one 
case, it is said, they even boiled a 
boiler dry and then pumped water into it, 
and in another instance allowed the bottom 
plates of the boiler to get red-hot before 
pumping water, but there was no explosion. 
Mr. Lawson’s experiment is described as 
follows by the Pittsburg Commercial: 

Mr. Lawson exploded his boiler yesterday 
through the medium of & vacuum created by 
turn a full bead of steam in the cylinder at 
once? The boiler itself was made of the very 
best material, and bulit espeotaliy for the ex- 
perimentin the strongest manner known. It 
was six {vet in length, with a diameter of thirty 
inches. The iron was made by Singer & Nimick, 
the boiler itseif by W. W. Ruberta, and the fit- 
tings by Wilson, Snyder & Oo., tife latter firm 
also furnishing the engineers fur the test. Just 
a bout $6 o'clock ev ing was ready for the 
explosion. At that time the boiler was three- 
fourths fullof water, veing seven or eight inches 
above the tire-line, and the steam -gauge showed 
a pressure of 380 pounds te the square iu. the 
tensiie strength of the boiler being 604 pounds 
to the square noeh. Everything being in readi- 
ness, the spectators safely esconced in the bomb- 
proofs creeted by? the Government, tne valve 
was pulled and a Tull bead of steam turned into 
the cylinder. Instantly there wad a terrific 
explosion. The ground trembled as if from 
an earthquake sdock, and in a moment 
there could be beard a rattle on the bomba. Mr. 
Lawson and one or two others waited ouly a few 
moments, and stepped out just in time to catch 
ashowervof dirt aud grime. reely a vestige 
of the bolier furnace was left. * was found 
that tue boiler had been completely demolished. 
lt had not given away merely in one nt, but 
bad been turn into fragments with a force that 
must have been tromendous. One fragment fell 
about half a mile away,striking near a machine- 
shop. Another large piece dup over a 
steep bill, going clear over it, and could not be 
found. Two large J age of the middle sheets, a 
foot and a half wide. and having one end of the 
boiier attached to them, struck the hiliside, 
bounded seyeral feet into the air, knocked two 
or three stumps loose, and then, bound! in 
into the air, struck alarge hickory tree fifty feet 
from the ground, tearing the bark clean, and 
fell some feet further on. Fragments of the 
boiler not more than a foot loug and four or five 
inches wide were found in different piaces. 
fragments all showed iron was of an 
extraordinary quality. and the force that 
rended it was of tremendous power. 

This test would certainly seem to be con- 
clusive, and the theory itself is one which 
commends itself (o the reason, and is in 
keeping with the process of expansion from 
water to steam. The wonder is that the 
cause of boilers bursting has not been dis- 
covered before. Mr. Lawson himself is said 
to have invented a device for constructing 
boilers in such fashion as to prevent explo- 
sion, but his invention is not desexjbed. It 
is very certain, however, that, the cause of 
boiler explosions bemg known, a remedy 
will be forthcoming sooner or later. The in- 
ventive genius of this age may be trusted to 
furnish some device which shall assure 
regularity in the exhaust of steam, and thus 
eonfine the explosion of the heated water 
into steam within an absolutely safe limit. 
When it is remembered that this theory, once 
established, applies equally to boilers used 
on steam veasels, railroad locomotives, and 
stationary engines, and that thousands of 
human lives, as well as the safety of 
property, are endangered every hour, the 
value of this discovery will readily be appre- 
clagjed. Whenever the proper appliances 
shall be invented for overcoming the cause 
of boiler explosions, then every accident of 
that kind will of itself furnish evidence of 
Criminal neglect in the construction or in- 
spection of boilers,

In Respect to Tail, the Comet of 1812 Couldn’t 
Hold a Candle to It. 


The big comet which made its appearance 80 
suddenly a vouple of days ago was watched and 
its position measured yesterday morning 
through the big telescope at the Dearborn Ob- 
servatory. Prof. Hough, the present Director, 
assisted by his predecessor in charge, made sev- 
eral measures of position, and the last-named 
gentieman made two drawings of the comet, 
which are herewith presented: 
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_Menkalinan to Capella.

The smaller of these drawings shows the comet 
as it appeared to the naked eye at half-past 2 
o'clock yesterday morning,—when the first ob- 
servations were made,—being then a few de- 
grees above the boftzon, and east of north. The 
line at the bottom of the diagram may be sup- 
posed to be a line drawn through the bright 
stars Capella, on the right, and Menkalinag, on 
the left, the two being lettered respectively as 
Aipha and Beta in the Constellation Auriga. 
The star on the upper left is a fourth-magni- 
tude star, lettered us Delta in the same constel- 
lation. It will be observed that the head of the 
comet was a littie above the line named, and the 
tail nearly touched the star Delta. 

THE LENGTH OF THE COMET AND TAIL 
measured almost precisely 8% degrees, with a 
few signs of streamer light extending a little 
further, but not forming a definit tail beyond 
the limit named. Some of the published esti- 
mates of length, made by the parties who first 
saw the comet, were much greater than this. It 
uppears probable that the tail was reaily longer 
on Wednesday morning than yesterday: as it is 
2 described by a gentleman who saw it on both 

ays. 

The larger diagram shows the head of tho 
comet (inverted) as seen through the great tele- 
scope, the drawing being made about an hour 
after the first. It will be observed that the lignt 
portions ure very irregularly distributed witnin 
the conical envelope, and only a smal! portion of 
its outer envelope appears at the top. Inside 
this is the nucleus proper, which is considerably 
to the right of the apparent central line of the 
figure. From that u fan- shaped radiance ex- 
tends upwards, separated on the upper left by a 
patch of darkness. A line like a bridge of 
light runs in a diagonal direvtion to 
the lower right from the nucleus towards 
another irreyular aggregation of luminous 
matter, which nearly fills the lower part of the 
diagram. This irregular distribution of lumi- 
nous matter is in striking contrast with the 
pictures of comets and their tails which are 
usually presented. It may not be seen again 
just in this way, because the arrangement of 
tue matter is undoubtedly in a state of fre- 
quent change, but the diagram gives as neariy 
ao accurate representation of this irregularity 
as can be obtained by the engraver’s skill. The 
measures of position taken by Prof. Hough give 
the following results:

part of 18s. It is a well-known fuct, however, 
that the mecasuresof position of a comet, mov- 
ing in a very elongated orbit, can scarcely be 
depended upon to give a result much 
than this, especially if the perturbing attrac- 
tions of the planets of the solar sys- 
tem are not taken into the account. The 
comet of 1812. for instance, has swung 
but into space at a distance from the sun fifteen 
times greater than that of the earth. which car- 
rie? it considerably beyond the orbit of Saturn, 
and the attructing power of the 

GIANT MASSES OF THE SOLAR SYSTEM, 
to say nothing of the hundreds of asteroids 
whico have been discovered since Encke made 
his calculation, are quite sufficient to cause 
such a difference in the result, if the comet 
passed near some of them. 

Making due allowance for this, the motion of 
the comet, as so fur observed, is partly recon- 
cilable with that of the comet of 1812. It is 
traveling in, approximately, the same plane, 
but the position of the point of peri- 
helion passage in the competed orbit 
does not uppear to agree with 
that of the present comet. The measures taken 
yesterday have been collated by Tun T nisung 
astrovomer, and be has deduced the following 
as approximate statements of magnitude,— 
in terms with whieh the ayerage reader is more 
familiar than wit degrees and minutes: 

The distance of the comet from the earth 
yesterday morning was 30,000,000 miles; the 
diameter of the nucleus, 1,000 miles: the short- 
est diameter of the comet, measured through 
the nucieus, 20,000 miles; and the leneth of the 
tail, 4,500,000 miles. 

‘The comet would appear to bave already 
passed (nearly) between the carth and the sun; 
und the shortening of tbe tail, above referred 
to might be supposed to indicate that it nas 
passed its perihelion some days ago. ‘fhe lat- 
ter, however, docs:.not rest ou sufficient data, as 
yet. It is well known that at least three ob- 
servations, at moderate intervals of time, must 

made of u comet, before the elements 
of its orbit eam be determined by the 
computers. Hence other observauens, de- 
sides those made yesterday, will be re- 
quired to cstublish leading facts of the 
comet's movements.

That, however, is no proof that 
the two are not identical, as the apparent length 
of tail depends upon the distance from the sun 
when seen, and also, to a very large extent, 
u pon its distance at the same time from the ob- 
server, who watches it from the surface of the 
ever-moving earth. 

WASHINGTON, D. C.

Wasatnoton, D. C., June 24.—The new comet 
was seen last night by the officials at the Nava) 
Observatory, although under rather un- 
favorable circumstauces. Owing to the cloudi- 
ness a satisfactory observation could not be 
made. It was determined, however, that 
nucleus has a briliiancy of the star Capella, and 
as large apparently as the planet Mars, with a 
tail 15 degrees long. Its motion is about8 de- 
grees, and is from northwest to northeast.

JUDGE BLODGETT’S SENTENCE-

Yesterday was sentence-day before Judge 
Blodgett, of the United States District Court. 
and the court-room was crowded to see the dis-

John L. Sims, charged with forging postal or- 
ders and opening lot ters. was sentenced to three 
years at bard labor at Chester. The Judge, in 
sentencing him, remarked that the circum- 
stances of the case indicated that this was not 
the prisoner's first offense, but that he had also 
been — of leading a frieod into crime. 

William Stewart, who forged the signature of 
his namesake, William Stewart, the wholesale 
grocer, said, when called up, that he was in- 
nogent, and did not do it intentionally.”

The Evidence Against Him, and How It 
Was Gotten—The Prisoner's Story.

The police, after two weeks of most persistent 
and careful work, have at last sueceeded in ar- 
resting a man whom they are Confident is the 
murderer of Police-Officer Timothy Mahoney, 
who was shot down while in the discharge of his 
duty on the night of Sunday, June 12, at the 
cornér of Thifty-seventh and South Haisted 
streets. Even since the occurrence, the details 
of which are still fresh th the public 
mind, the entire detective force of tha Police 
Department and many patrolmén in civilian’s 
dress have scoured the cityin search of the 
murderer, arrested ali suspicious persons and 
well-known thieves and thugs, and followed to 
the end all of the unsatisfactory clews which 
the perpetrators of the outrage left behind 

em. Whether success has crowned their 
efforts will not ot eourse be made to appear 
until the man now under arrest. and about 
whom there has been woven a very 
strong network of olroumstantial eri 
dence, shall have received the punishment 
inflicted Dy the iaw. Although this man, whose 
name is John E. Elliot, has been under arrest 
for one week, the police-conciusions as to his 
gulit were not made known till yesterday at 

e THE ADJOURNED INQUEST, 
held at the office of the Chief of Police at the 
Central Station. Coroner Matson presided, and 
there were present, in addition to the, witnesses 
and a few curious persons, a number of the 
sub-heads of the police force, who 
manifested the liveliest interest in 
the apprehension of the murderer, 
even before the Council stimulated their ener- 
gies by the promise of a reward of $1,000 for 
successful apprehension and conviction. The 
first witness was County-Pysi¢ian “Rluthardt, 
who testified to the condition of the body when 
he first saw it, and the cause of death,—as THe 
TRIBUNE gave at the time of the holding of the 
st-mortem examination.

The rusted. brace which the po- 
lice found at his shop was a burrowed 
one, and wheu the proper time came he proposed 
to score one for himself by proving it to have 
been borrowed by him at avout the time 
O'Flaherty claims to bave sold the nickel- plated 
one. Bosides, he had ano.ber brace, useful 
though old-fashioned, and he had no need of a 
third tool of the kind. Mra, Duane he denomi- 
Hates as the very worst woman he ever 
knew; unprincipied, deceitful, avaricious, and 
disbonest. He bas known hef about seven 
months, and boarded at her house for a week or 
ten days during the latter part of May, The kit 
of burglars’ tools she spoke of he claims were 
his Workiug tools, and the satchel was a Dai 
carpet-bag, such as all tradesmen of the kind 
use.

THE INDIAN NATION. 
WHITE KICKERS. 

WasnineTton, D. C., June 24.—The trouble 
in the Indian Territory arises mainly from 
different interpretations of the treaty stipu- 
lations and of the permit laws passed by the 
Choctaw and Chickasaw Legislatures in 1876, 
requiring merchants, farmers, mechanics, 
laborers, ete., who are citizens of the United 
states to pay a small yearly tax for the priv- 
ilege of plying their different vocations with- 
in the limits of these Indian countries. The 
Secretary of the Interior, in 1877, decided 
that these permit laws imposing taxes on 
foreigners were without authority, so 
far as the collection of taxes was 
concerned. Many white settlers and in- 
dividual Choctaws and Chickasaws con- 
strued this opinion to permit persons 
to enter the country without the consent of 
the Indian authorities, and since then many 
whites, at the invitation of individual Choe- 
taws, have established themselves in the In- 
dian country, and ever since refused either 
to remove or pay the tax. The question of 
the validity of — permit laws was 
submitted Congress and referred to the 
Judiciary Committee “of the Senate in 1879, 
who reported that 

THE LAWS ARE NOT INVALID. 
Secretary Kirkwood, being pressed on one 
hand by the Indian authorities to aid in the 
expulsion of all intruders, and on the other 
hand by the friends of the white settlers 
tw prevent expulsion, and, in view 
of the uncertainty of the laws 
bearing on the matter, has decided to submit 
all the legal questions involved to the Attor- 
ney-General for his consideration, urging a 
speedy opinion from him. In the meantime 
Agent Tufts has been directed to request 
Gov. McCurtain to suspend action under the 
permit“ laws until further advised by the 
Department.

TALLEY RAND’S LETTERS. 

The history of nations like that of individ- 
uals is two-sided. On the one hand, we have 
the occurrence of events patent to every one, 
and constituting what may be called the public 
side. On the other hand, we have the causes 
which produce the public events,—the main- 
springs of active existence,—which consti- 
tute a history in themselves, and yet which 
being hidden from the public may, therefore, 
be termed the private side. Out of the latter 
is evolved the former, and in proportion as 
we understand the details of the latter are 
we enabled to estimate rightly and justly the 
true importance of the other. The history of 
nations—vboth public and private—is shaped 
by individuals, and, therefore, all history 
may be resolved into biographies. Converse- 
ly, from the biographical memoirs of states- 
men, diplomats, and rulers we derive the 
material which, when connected togeth- 
er,—woven and spun into one tabric,— 
constitute what is known as the history of 
that State and people in which these men 
lived, acted, and died. The importance of 
the memoirs of such men as Metternich, 
Cavour, and Talleyrand is obvious. The 
volume before us is a work preliminary to 
the “‘ memoirs ” of the Prince of Benevenito, 
and which will probably be published within 
a short time. Its value consists in the fact 
that it contains the hitherto unpublished 
correspondence between Talleyrand and 
Louis XVIII., throws new light on the char- 
acters of both men, and makes public the 
sourcé from which Thiers, D’Haussonville, 
V — m other historians, have formed 
their acco of this period of French his- 
tory. While these letters are all-important 
and interesting to the political stu- 
dent, they are lacking in the piquancy 
and entertainment which constitutes so 
important an element in secret memoirs.” 
M. Pallian has done a good thing in publish- 
ing these letters, and he has also—on the prin- 
ciple of taking bitters to stimulate an appe- 
tite—whetted the desire for the Memoirs“ 
themselves.

ENGLAND AND AMERICA. 


THE GENERAL OUTLOOK 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, June 22.—The English mall 
to hand early in the present week, with Lon- 
don dates to the 9th inst., brought the most 
full and interesting intelligence concerning 
crop-prospects throughout all Europe, and 
of the views in the leading markets there as 
to the probable future of the grain-trade gen- 
erally, of any mail we have received this 
season. The subject was being discussed 
with great animation on all sides, and with 
quite as great divergence of opinions as to the 
future courses of prices as obtained in our 
own markets. But this is by no means 
strange, when one reflects upon the 
anomalous position all of the leading cereals 
now occupy. 

Regarding crop-prospects in Europe gen- 
erally, the Miller, London, says: The Eu- 
ropean survey is, on the whole, reassuring. 
If ordinary expectations of summer are real- 
ized, the aggregate wheat-yield of Europe 
should be an average of the respective coun- 
tries. If Russia should have a surplus of 80, 
000,000 bushels, Central Europe and Hungary 


of 24,000,000, and Southeastern Europe of 


16,000,000, there would be 120,000,000 to meet 
wants of, say, 16,000,000 bushels for France, 
8.000, 000 for Switzerland, and 16,000,000 for 
Holland, Belgium, and parts of Germany.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opened active and irregular, with sigus 
of weakness in the Vanderbilts. It was re- 
ported at an early hour that the Michigan Cen- 
tral dividend would be but 1 per cent, and the 
price of the stock steadily declined until it 
reached 105%. It was also known before the 
meeting that there would be no dividend on 
Canada Southern, and its price sunk to 7. 
After the official announcements were, made 
these two stocks made a slight rally, closing 
above the lowest of the day. The re- 
duction of dividends gave the bears 
great courage, and ther sold freely, 
but not much effect was produced on the gen- 
eral list until toward the close, when nearly 
everything weakened. At the close the market 
had a discouraged look. 

Northern Pacific was a noticeable feature of 
the day’s business. ‘[ransactious were very 
beavy. The price of the preferred was bid up 
from 86 to 88%, reacting to 8%. The common 
fluctuated between 44% and 66. closing at 44. 
Good judges think the preferred the cheaper of 
the two. The Villard party predict a much 
greater advance in all the Villard securities. 

Of the Granger stocks, St. Paul was the most 
active. It several times stood at the same price 
as Northwest common, but did not cross it. The 
eurningsof both companies are very large and 
crop*reports are favorable.

A TREMENDOUS ICE FLOE. 

Before the whaling fleet left last month it 
was the opinion of the old whaling masters 
without exception that this would be preéni- 
inently an icy year. Every day brings testi- 
mony of the correctness their predictions. 
From several sources of information I will 
select only three. The schooner Trust, just 
in from Blane Sablon, brought the ice up 
with her as far as the Gravois Islands, off 
the mouth of White Bay. Capt. Du- 
marese informed your correspond- 
ent that an impenetrable wall of 
ice lay all along the Labrador coast, turn 
away out to the eastward in latitude 5 
north. Among and studding in every direc- 
tion this vast plain of ice were hundreds of 
icebergs oi every conceivable size and shape. 
The steamer Iceland arrived at Harbor Grace 
yesterday from the south coast of Labrador 
and reports the whole fleet of Newfound! 
fishing vessels arrested in their course north- 
ward by a very heavy * of ice that ex- 
tends as far south as the White Bear Islands. 
Capt. Mitchell, of the barkentine Stella, 
which arrived at this port last evening from 
Greenock, states that, although he was no 
further north than the forty-ninth parallel, 
yet his westward passage was quite of a 
wintry character. Although he encountered 
no ice, all the indications of the near pres- 
ence of ice were very apparent. The weather 
experienced was of wintry coldness instead 
of warm summer weather. Even snow 
showers and driving sleet diversitied the else 
clear, crisp chillness of the weather. Other 
accounts lie in the ve same groove, all 
tending to the reasonable supposition that 
the Arctic exploration ships will have many 
obstructions and impediments to encounter 
this season. 
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DRAIN-TILES. 


How They Are Working. 
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To the Editor of The Uhicago Tribune, 

Dwieurt, III., June 24.—You have asked 
me to inform you “ whether the tile-drained 
land tn this vicinity has suffered much from 
the effect of the recent heavy rains, and how 
such land corresponds with untiled fields.” 

ANSWER. 

The crops on tiled land bave received no 
damage or back-set whatever; while 
corn on untiled land has been so very wet 
since the heavy four days’ rain of June5 to 
8, that farmers have been unable to cultivate. 
it dong enough to keep down the weeds be- 
fore another rain would fall and keep them 
out of their fields for several days again. Con- 
sequently, most of the corn on untiled land is 
very weak, and is looking small, yellow, and 
sickly,on account of being so very wet. 
Snould another heavy rain come on (and it 
looks at present very much like it), the effect 
upon such corn-land would be very damag- 
ing; and much rain would be ruinous. 

The common-tiled land is large and beau- 
tiful, and is growing rapidly, with a dark- 


green, healthy color. 1 measured corn over 


a string of tile on my own farm yesterday, and 
it was thirty-six inches high. On the ground 
which did not feel the effects ot the tile, the 
corn averaged twelve inches. 

For four weeks prior to June 5 we had uo 
rain in this locality, except two light show- 
ers that hardly laid the dust, and the ground 
became so very dry that it did not work well.

ing on tiled ground; while on untiled 
it stoodin pools fora week. The morning 
of the second day after the rains, I went 
over my own corn-field, having three parallel 
lines of tile laid thiough it, about eight rods 
apert, each eighty rods ane For a rod on 
either side of each line of tile, the eye could 
distinctly trace, by the white, dry appear- 
ance of the soil, the course ot each tile across 
the whole field (eighty rods), as plainly as if 
strips of ground had been painted! It 
was y dry enough to work. 

1 — neighbor, who owns a farm 
of acres, and whois one of my recent 
tile-conve commenced very late in 
the fall of 1880 tiling his whole tract. He 
was able last fall to tile thirty acres with tile 
every eight rods rt; this 
field presented the same appearance as 
my own field. Mr. James Brown (the owner) 
is now one of the most enthusiastic men in 
this community upon the great benefits of 
tile-drainage. For not only is his ground 
now more quickly dry after each heavy rain, 
enabling him to go so much sooner to work 
again, but the corn itself has no backset 
frum excess of wet, and keeps growing finely 
right along; and, though we may have rain 
every few days, his crop will not only be cer- 
tain, but the yield large. 

: MORAL. 

If every farmer on soil underlaid with clay 
would sell one-fourth of his land, and put 
the proceeds into judicious, thorough, tile- 
drainage of the rest, he would make more 
money from the one-half of his original farm 
whee ap ties than he now does from the 
whole. 

Here is a simple suggestion that entire! 
refutes the absurd excuse and answer, TI“ 
ing is so expensive, and I have no money to 
put into it.” 

Every land-owner has the means of making 
his uncertain crops certainties, and his 
meagre, hard-earned profits most lucrative 
returns.

There is 
no finer or richer body of land in the world 
than lies within the borders of the State of 
Lilinois. Visit those localities in this State 
where they cannot make tile fast enough to 
supply the demand; see the condition of the 
farms; observe the fine improvements; han- 
dle and admire,the fine stock; and, when you 
have asked the IA Why and whence

A LEAF FROM THE PAST. 


The Taking of Mason and Slidell, 
the Rebel Envoys, from the 
English Steamer Trent. 


Direct Testimony’ of an Eye-Witness— 
Checking the Course of a Royal 
Mail Steamer. 


San Francisco Chronicle, June . 

On the 23d of October, 1861, the United 
States sloop-of-war San Jacinto touched at 
Cienfuegos, on the south coast of Cuba, and 
the officers there learned that Mason and 
Slidell, Rebel representatives on their way to 
Europe for the purpose of attempting to se- 
cure recognition for the Confederacy, had 
succeeded in, running the blockade at 
Charleston, and had reached Havana. The 
San Jacinto at once went to Havana, 
where it was learned that Mason 
and Slidell, with their families, were on their 
way to St. Thomas im the English mail 
steamer Trent. Capt. Wilkes, of the San 
Jacinto, determined to intercept the Trent 
and take frow her the representatives ot Jeff 
Davis. In order to accomplish this he bore 
to the eastward and took up his position at a 
point where the old Bahama channel con- 
tracts toa width: of fifteen miles. The San 
Jacinto reached this position on the Sth of 
November, and presently the black smoke of 
a steamer could be distinctly made out from 
the deck. Soon the spars of the stranger 
rose above the horizon, then followed the 
shapely hull, and soon the steamer Trent 
hove in sight, heading through the channel, 
in plain view to all on board. Orders were 
now given to beat to quarters, and Lieut. D. 
M. Fairfax, the executive officer, received the 


following instructions from his superior, 
which ‘removed any lingering doubts that 
may have existed as to the object of the San 
Jacinto: 
UNITED STATES STEAMER SAN JACINTO, 
AT SEA, Nov. 8, 1861. 

Srm—You will have the second and third cut- 
ters of this ship fully manned and armed, and 
be in all respects prepared to board the steamer 
Trent, now beve to under our guns. On board- 
ing der you will demand the pavers of the 
steamer, ber clearances from Havana, with the 
list of passengers and crew. Should Mr. Mason, 
Mr. Slidell, Mr. Eustis, and Mr. McFarland be on 
board, you will make them prisovers and send 
them ou boar‘ tuis ship immediately, and take 
possession of her asa prize. I do not deem it 
will be necessary to use force, believing that the 
prisoners will bave the sense to avoid any 
necessity for using it; but if they should, they 
must be made to understand that it is their owa 
fault. They must be brought on board. All 
trunks, cases, packages, and bags belong to 
them you will take possession of and sepd on 
board this ship. Any dispatches found on the 
persons of the prisoners, or in possession 
thuse on board the steamer, will be taken pos- 
session of also. examined, and retgined. if nec- 
essary. I bave understood that the families of 
these genticmen may be with them. If so, I beg 
you will oder some of them, in my name, a 
passage in this ship to the United tes. and 
that ail the attention and comforts we can com- 
mand are tendered them and will be piaced in 
their service. la the event of their acceptance 
should there be anything which the Captain o 
the steamer can spare to increase the comforts 
in the way of necessaries or stores, of which a 
war vessel is deficient, you will please to 
cure them. The amount will be paid for by the 
Paymaster. Lieut. James A. Greer will take 
charge of the third cutter, which accompanies 
you, and assist you in these duties. I trust that 
all those under your command io execut.ng tun 
important and delicate duty will conduct 
seives with all the delicacy and kindsess which 
become the character of our unval service. 1 
am, very respectfully, your obedient servant,

The officers designated for the expedition 
retired huriiedly to the staterooms, soon re- 
appearing in glittering uniforms with side 
arms in position, while the balance of the 
crew repaired to their respective guns, and 
the officers reported their dfvisions ready. 
The half-ports were triced up, battery run 
out, and the captains of the guns stood, lock- 
string in hand, waiting 8 for the next 
order. The Trent was in mid-channel, and 
had steamed well u 7 towards the San Jacinto 
when a round shot from the forecastle gun 
was pitched across the bow of the Royal 
Mail steamer. With the report of the gun 
the red ensign of old England rose slowly to 
her peak, and as if act was sufficient 
guaranty for her passage, the Briton paid no 
further attention to the American man-of- 
war. Load with shell, sir,“ directed Capt. 
Wilkes to the officer of the division, and 
throw it close enough to her bows to 
clear away avy misapprehension that may 
exist.“ The shell exploded at a safe distance 
from the steamer, but close enough to con- 
vince all on boaid the Trent that the Sau Ja- 
cinto desired a nearer look at her. Almost 
immediately the engines were stopped, and 
she rounded to within 200 feet of the man- 
of-war. It was 1:15 o’clock when the boat- 
swain’s mates piped away the boats, as 
the sailors took their positions a hail was 
heard. It was Capt. Moir, of the Trent, who, 
waving his hand excitedly, demanded: * What 
do you mean by stepping my ship, why 
do you use shotted guns on a defenseless 
merchantman ?” The officer of the deck, 
Lieut. Bruce, replied: ** We desire to send a 
boat alongside. 
same lustant the order was given to shove 
off, and the second and third cutters went 
dancing over the blue waters towards the 
Trent. Lieut. Fairfax made for the star- 
board war . while Lieut. Greer took 
possession of the port ladder, leaving Fair- 
fax to beard the lion in his den. 

As the executive officer of the San Jacinto 
stepped over the rail he said: “I would 
like to see’ the Captain.” At this instant 
Capt. Moir walked out of cabin. Ina 
loud, angry tone he addressed Fairfax as he 
planted himself squarely before the officer: 
“What are you doing here? How dare you 
come on board my ship? What right have 

ou here? This is an outrage, sir. e 

ag there,” pointing to the cross of St. 
George flapping idly on the breeze above 
their heads, will make you Yankees smart 
for this.” Lieut. Fairfax bowed and said: 
** Fam here to effect the arrest of Messrs. 
Mason and Slidell, and their secretaries, 
Messrs. Eustis and McFarland. We have 
information that they are on board. I would 
like to see your passenger list?’ “ Yankees 
are a — impertinent, outrageous sort of 
puppies, sir, and—but you return to your 
ship, my young sprig, and tell your skipper 
that I wouldn’tallow you to accomplish your 
errand. I deny your right to search; —— me, 
sir. no Yankee can accomplisn that on the deck 
of one of her Majesty's vessels. D’ ye under- 
stand me, sir?“ Fairfax answered: I was 
sent hereto effect the arrest of these two 
passengers, and if interfered with in the per- 
formance of my duty, I shail be compelled 
to use force.” The discussion had assumed 
an angry and threatening aspect. At this 
crisis, James B. Houston, second assistant 
engineer, a number of marines from the 
boat alongside made their appearance, their 
arms gleaming brightly in midday sun. 
This waflike demonstration had a decidedly 
quieting effect upon the ring of turbulent 
creatures who surrounded the executive 
officer of the San Jacinto. He then sought 
to induce Messrs. Mason and Slidell to go 
with him peaceably, but they steadily re- 
fused so to do. r. Houston was now 
ordered to return to the San Jacinto with 
the information that the four gentlemen 
named in the order were on board and force 
would have to be applied to remove them. 
In less than twenty minutes Lieut. Greer, 
in command of the third cutter. con- 
taining twenty-four men, all armed, dashed 
alongside and boarded the vessel. An armed 
guard was formed just outside the main-deck 
cabin, where the four gentiemen from the 
South had retired to pack their baggage,

ANTS AND THEIR POLITY. 


In Many Respects Like Human Socicty 
and Government. 

Mr. J. G. Romanes gives a very clear and 
terse summary, in the London Nineteenth 
Century for June, of the points which are 
clearly established in relation to the inteili- 
gence of ants; and those who read it may, 
we think, be well assured that there is not a 
single exaggeration in that account,—that it 
describes accurately and plainly the sort of 
civilization of which the most social of the 
insects are capable. What is quite certain is 
that ants have a great organizing power, that 
they have carried the subdivision of labor 
much further than any earthly creature 
known to us, outside our own race; that 
they beat us altogether in their power of 
diseriminating with certainty blood rela- 
tions, even when they have never seen them, 
nor seen the grubs, noreven the eggs from 
which they sprang; that they feel 
nothing but enmity to mere anthood, as 
such, and even for the very species—physio- 
logically considered—to which they then- 
selves belong, except sofar as re s those 
members of species who are descend- 
antt of one and the same family; and yet, 
that they will freely avail themselves of the 
domestic services ot quite different species of 
ants, where they themselves have become so 


far specialized in their powers, that they can- 
not conveniently do both the working and 
the fightin 


g fog their pwn nest. Further, 
many species of ants are clearly pastoral ; 
that is, they keep flocks of aphides, some of 
which they feed in their own tables, while 
they turn out others of these flocks to graze 
on the food most suited to them outside their 
nests. They know éxactly when the time is 
come for wmese flocks to go out to pasture, 
and will guide them to the right pasture. 
—7 the more military of the ant tribes 
actu ly send out pickets to explore the 
groun before they invade a nest of 
the species of which they make slaves, 
and organize the attack on the nests in 
admirable style, always i ap- 
parently only the grubs for ir future 
— ane not attempt to make slaves of 
those Who have reached maturity without 
being educated in the air of slavery. Some 
ants, too, practice a sort of agriculture; they 
store their food in large sterehouses, and 
even bring it out to sun it at fixed periods; 
and in adapting their tactics to sudden emer- 

neies they are extremely skillful, tannel- 
— for instance, beneath tramways, when 
they have had their numbers thinned by the 
wagons passing over the rails and crushing 
them, and removing their stores from nests 
injured by floods, or from other unwhole- 
some situations, to drier more secure 
magazines. On the whole, this is perfectly 
clear,—that the ants have a civilization of 
their own; that some of their races are 
as much superior u intelligence to others 
of them as man in European countries is 
to the Esquimaux; that the more special- 
ized racesof ants have a very elaborate sys- 
tem of caste, a professional army, so to speak 
which is so military that it cannot even feed 
itself, and is dependent on its slaves for its 
very life; that other ants keep separate 
burial-pl one for masters and one for 
slaves, and others indulge in something 
very like games and pastimes, as well as use- 
ful labors, while there are tribes which take 
intense delightin theluxury of being cleaned, 
and brushed, and combed by each other. 

Now, thus much being, as we think, really 
well established by all who have compared 
the very careful testimony of the ditferent 
observers of the various species of ant-life in 
different’ localities, the most natura! ques- 
tion that occurs to one is, why creatures 
which have got so high a civilization 
have not got higher; why with such 
marvelous adaptation for society and 
social well being there has not been a con- 
stant tendency to evolve higher forms of 
social intelligence, leading at last. perhaps, 
even to the accumulation of knowledge and 
the direct study of the secrets of Nature. It 
is not so easy to explain why, if the processes 
of evolution, and the processes of evolution 
alone, have brought ants so far, proc- 
esses have never bronaht them farther. If 
they have got well into the toral stage, 

as Mr. McCook thinks, at leastso far into 

the agricultural stage that they clear awa 
stumps of grass, while they allow the growt 
round their nests of those plants whose seeds 
they use as food, why have they not 
on into higher exercises of intelligence? 
Why have they not proved capable of some 
kinds of Inanufacturing industry, and, per- 
haps, even of small feats of navigation, in the 
little ponds or streams in the neighborhood 
of their dwellings ?

How Long Branch Came to Be 
Made the Summer Capital. 


New Yous, June 2 Gen. Garfield, curi- 
ously enough, has chosen Long Branch for 
his figgt summer resort. [ was at Philadel- 
phia last Saturday, and a lady told me that 
sli had seen Garfield come in on a train, ac- 

ied by Tom Murphy. Theimpression 
made on my mind was that I was crazy, par-

Murphy is a good deal pf an arranger of

They 
came together when Arthur was Quarter- 
master of New York State, and had che pur- 
chase of large supplles. Murphy furnished an 
immense quantity of hats to the soldiers, and 
one of his lots formed the basis of an investi- 
gation. He went to Long Branch wiih John 
Hoey about the conclusion of the War and 
bought a beautiful farm two or three miles 
back from the beach, while Huey bought 
nearer the water. e two mea drew Grant’s 
Administration to Long Branch, and made a 
pif of a house to nt, and, it is said, gave 
Sen | lots also to Gen. Porter and Gen. 
Ba Grant’s staff officers. ‘There is a 
legend, which | do not vouch for, that Conk- 
ling captured Grant and took him away from 
Fenton by the aid of Tom Murphy. Grant is 
half the time in the mood of one waiting for 
somebody to turn up, and Porter, according 
to rumor, presented Murphy to him, who 
forthwith took the General out riding behind 
a pair of good trotters, Grant thought he 
had never seen such an amiable man.

His name is 
Murphy.” The unexpectedness of the reply 
Mr. Murphy has never fully recovered from, 
though he was a month or two engaged in 
reparing for it. About that time Whitelaw 
teid had come on the Tribune, and was the 
principal manager for Greeley there. Mur- 
phy says it was Reid, World says it was 
Greeley; but, whichever it was, the Tribune 
proceeded to publish the straw-hat investi- 
gation, and Murphy wrote an oven letter to 
Gen. Grant saying that he perceived the Ad- 
ministration was about to attacked over 
the shoulders of Mr. Murphy, and he there- 
fore resigned the office.
